But a] 
litle ventilation of the sualyj- ot has clearly 
developed the fact that the Comstitution 
simply provides fur the election of Preai- 
dent once in four years, and says nothing 
about re-election, So that no pinee 
of our goyerament, is violated by 5 
ing a Presidest to a second, or to at 
term. It is true that o the eighteen Pres 
idents who bave occupied that office, seven | 
only haye been continued wn office for » 
scoond term, aad not ove for a third term, 
It is also true that the people did as they 
list. They offered no President a third 
election, for the Very same reagan that thry 
tolerated eleven of them for one term only, 
because they did not see the necessity or 
feel the desire to continue them longer in 
that «office, 


The people are, sovereign in this-coun-| 


try. Convince the people that their high 
est intereste reqaire the re-election of a 
faithful President to a seond term and 


aaa al: ould f lor a third term when it is eyi- 
dent to them that the dearest interests ol 


their country demand hia further continu
